Before the Exam 


yi Check the exam timetable carefully. Make sure you know the time and locations of your exams. Check whether you should go 
directly to an exam hall or a waiting room. 


Xx Bring your Student ID Booklet or University Library Card (i.e. 650****). You will not be allowed into the exam hall 
without these. 


X Do not bring any unauthorised material (e.g. written notes, notes in dictionaries, paper, and sticky tape eraser). Pencil cases 
and glasses cases must not be taken to your desks. These will be checked and confiscated. 


x You are allowed to bring tissues and a drink (but not food) into the exam. 


Xx Ensure that you use the washroom before arriving for your exam as you will not be permitted to leave during the first hour. 
In the case of listening and oral exams you may not be allowed to leave during the exam. 


X Normally, you are required to answer questions using blue or black ink. Make sure you bring some spare pens with you. Do 
not bring a pencil case. 


x Arrive at least 15 minutes before the exam is due to start (30 minutes before if your exam is in the Auditorium; TB329 or 
SSB329) and wait outside until you are allowed in. If you have to go to a holding room first, please arrive at the time stated. 


In the Exam Hall 
Xx As you enter show your Student ID card. 


X Make sure your mobile phone is switched off and place it at the front together with any bags, books, coats etc. Then find your 
seat. 


Xx Pencil cases/glasses cases: Students are NOT permitted to have these on their desks. Pens/glasses must be removed and 
placed on the desk and all cases must be left at the front/side of the room with other belongings. 


Xx Remember that talking is not allowed at any time in the exam hall.

Do not write large bold letters, 
numbers or equivalent marks on the question paper. Do not use sticky tape or any kind of eraser fluid to hide anything you write. 
You must draw a line with a pen through rough work or other notes not considered part of your answer.

Mini tests dictated by the teacher 
& March 2019 


MINI TESTS dictated 


The teacher dictates 3 or 4 exercises on BASICS, that is, vocabulary essentials, 
numbers, telling the time, formulaic language, verbs, idioms, conjugations, 
transformation of short sentences, et cetera) to be done immediately in the 
classroom by the students. 


All the students are to stay sitting separately as if taking an examination, 
although the activity equals a simple test. 


AIMS: 

a/ check that your own teacher’s talk (pronunciation, intonation, English 
language) is clear. 

b/ check the students” s understanding as well as their knowledge of spelling, 
vocabulary and grammar 

c/ check the students’s progress on elementary points, that is, see if they still 
have problems with any aspects of verbal tenses or vocabulary METHOD

SuBjEcT: ENGLISH LANGUAGE 

SiTuAtIoN: Q. A method in tests, controls and examinations 
PaRtlIeS: Teacher (Question) + STUDENTS (Answer) 

HoW DoKEs It WoRk?: 


*The teacher moves around the students who are doing an examination and asks 
easy, quick questions to be answered by the students. 


*To get a positive mark, the student must follow these 3 basic rules: 
1/ give a right answer* 

2/ never use Spanish language (in the English Language classroom) 
3/not be too slow to reply 


*Obviously, wrong answers are opposite to right answers. Nevertheless, there is a 
chance for self correction. Just in case the student realizes of his mistake 
immediately, he has the opportunity to change his version. Let us say that he has 
been asked to spell his surname and he doesn't get it right. If he apologises at once, 
he can try again.

We, as teachers, might improve the active participation of our 
students in the classroom by means of certain strategies. We could 
teach something new on the blackboard, write some rare expressions
